professor von Uends expressed at aoc» length his views on the 
KPTOTR* He granted that the members of ZPUHVR are sincere in 
renouncing the use of terror f slave labor and similar objectionable 
features of the Soviet regime* Bowevsr, they have no eemplalnt 
about the basic economic system and hold that It should be preserved 
in any future Ukrainian state. He maintained that the entire social- 
ist comp (Tmistrenko's "Forward" Croup, the Ukrainian Soolallst Party, | 
Bahryany's URBP and tbs ZPUTIVT! ) are so clone in their thinking to the 
Communists they are potentially the Conaunlet fifth column In the 
Test* Disillusioned in the .root, the Z?UUVR members will be among 
the first to re-enbrace the Communist cause, reasoning t^t after 
mil their basis principles are to be found in the t syatco. In 
Ur. von Sends 1 a opinion only the Bandoritea, who pro both nationalists 
and who reject the socialist system, con weather such & psychological 
storo which the o&igrntlon in the future must face. 



I asked if the riPDnVR night not be able to make a contribution

In response to my question about what be thought of Or. Pflsidsrsr'e 
proposal for the Federal Bspublie to establish diplomatic relations 
with ftfoseow, Dr. von Kendo said that Pfleiderer is acting from per- 
sonal motives and, as In the pact, la simply trying to oatch the head- 
lines. Us haw long had aspirations of being recognised as the leading 
GLmrn&n expert on tbs Soviet Union and to be tbs first Berman Ambassador 
to tloscow. He has also eyed Brautlgam’w Job as head of the Ostabtsilung 
in order to work Xroo there on up to the top policy caking position on 
Eaatorn questions. Before the ^ar pfleiderer served in the German 
Foreign Office and wno stationed in the Soviet Union. During the wor 
he waa/tft tl Wi e< ukrBlne. (I understood von Sends to say that while 
Pfleiderer was in the Ukraine he was on loan from the Foreign Office 
but it was not made clear to which agency he was attaohod.)
